The Right of Free Assembiage.
It ia curious {5 observe how easily, when par-
tisan ends are to be subserved, the saimplest and
plaineat principles of a republican form of gov-
ornment are forgotten or immored, Thus we
find our Democratic editors, almost without ex.
eeption, Justilying the breaking-up of the Inte
Union Coanvention In New Orleans, on the
ground that it was an *4legal assemblage.’
But, let us inquire of these gentlemen, what s
aa illegal pssemblage? Is an assemblage that
passea obnoxious resolutions, or that tolerates
unpleasan! specches, or that holds unpopular
pentiments to be rezarded ns “'legnl?™ I =0,
we fancy that our Demoerstic broturen will
hold very few legal meetiags ab the North this
fall.
But we shall be answered that the New Orlenns
Jonvention wius an illegal assomblage, becnuse
it existence, a8 a legal and valid coovention,
had ceased—because it assumed to act in a false
capacity, But this is a dispuwed point. The
Convention and 115 friends hold that it was &
legal and vulid body, The Governor of tho Statd
held it to be so. In snch n onso who shall decide?
Shall the mob? Shall the judge u Court
before the case has urisen, or comse before him !
Shall the President? But grant, for the sake of
the argument, that the Convention had not only
censed to exist validly ns o Conventlon, but bad
never been one at all, wonld that constitute it
an illegal assemblage ! By no means, NO peaep.
able sss¢mblage in this country over was, or
ever can be an illegal sssemblage, so long as it
confines itsolf to discussion, or Lo nels on paper.
There must be overt acls, tiansgressing some

of

onc's rights, before the law is violated. A
hundred men might assemble in our
oity to-day; might claiim to be a con

stitutional convention; mieght pass laws and
ordinances by the volume; might call one
of their number Governor of the State, or
President of the Unlted States, if they pleased;
might resolve in favor of changlng this Gov-
ernment into & monarchy, or of atinching the
United States to the domaine ol the Uzur; and
in no respect whatever would they be un illegal
sssemblage.  But of they attempted 10 carry
these resolotions, ensctmeats, ordinances, or
what not into force—should their selt-styled
Governor attempt to tury the real Governor out
of his office—should they atlempt to arrest o
citizen on the streets, or to levy and collect a
tax, or to do sny other thing tnvolving & trespass
on the rights of others, then sueh aotion on the
part of the person or persons doing It would
be illegal. We have had a Fenlsn orgamization
in this country now tor a year, holding *Con-
gresses” and other sssemblics, transscting busi.
ness ostepsibly tor an Irish  republic; but
mobody called 1t illewal, or atrempted to intoer
fere with it, until v perp-trated overt acts
against the law. No peaceable assemblage
in this country iz an lllegal assewm-
blage. Ii it claim a character o which
it is mnot enlitled, that fact cun  only
be determined by some competent authority,
in connection with some overt aet, Had the
Louisisns Convention been an invalid and illegal
one, that was & guestion to be determined by
the appropriste suthority. The very fact that
illegal and violent mensures were laken to brenk
it up, affords n strong presump tion that it was u
walld body, and that its action wus feared by its
foes. That, however, i# 4 point thuat we do vot
care to disonss in this article. We simply desire
to call the attention of our political opponents
to the dangerous precedent they are setting,
when they endorse the breaking-up of a peace
ful assemblage on the ground that it is an illegal
one. We need not pointout to them where auch
a dootrine wonld be likely to lead to, nor who
would probably the eoonest have occasion to
pray for deliverance trom it

$100 extra bounty to three-year soldisrm and
860 W two-yesr men. The evil offtota of the
sntiolpated wind(all have already beeun to be
visible among those of the working olasses who
expect 10 recolve (e money under the law;
and nomerous cases have come under our
notice in whioh steady and indusirious hands
have either so deported themselves as to on-
danger their piaces, or have thrown up their
sttuntions In anticipation. To them we will sny
a word, after explaining the bill, The first part
to be noticed 18, that the $50 section has nothing
fodo with the soldiers of this Biate, It was
introduced for the benefift of the "“two-year”
redlments of Now York snd Indians, Poan-
gy lvanin sent oo two-year regiments out. Moen
trom our Btate who have served two yoars ina
threeyear regiment do not come under this see-
